Frightful Balloon Accident.

MONTGOMERY BLAIR. 


A Survivor of Linceln’s Original Cabl- 
net at Home. 
From the Washington Repubdlic. 

The peopie of sich will remember 
the threatening days in July, 1864, when the 
city was defenseless and a largeforce of rebels 
under Early and Breckenridge was not ten 
miles distantfrom the capital. No one denies 
now that the army could have marched in un- 
impeded. The sixth corps of the Army 
of the Potomac was en route to defend 
the city, but 1t was not quick enough. The 
rebel army was halted at Silver Springs, the 
countrv residence of the elder Blair, and also 
of Moutgomery Blair. Upon the approach of 
the army the families of both fled to Wash- 
ington. The rebel officers sought tne bouses 
and found inthe cellar of Frank P. Blair’s 
house a barrel of whisky. This did the busi- 
ness. Nearly everv officer became drunk on 
this whisky, and many of the men were ina 
like eendition. Such an orgie was never 
known. Tbe dresses of the ladies were taken 
possession of, and in them the officers mts- 
queraded avd held 4 jollification the whole 
night long, falliwg into adrunkea slumber in 
the morning and unable todo any duty what- 
ever. Early and Breckenridge, riding up in 
the morning. saw the situativn, and merely 
said: ‘It is too late;’? and Washington was 
nottsken possession of. With what joy did 
the officers of the Government receive the gal- 
lant Sixth corps &3 it marched through the 
city that morning. The rebels were soon in 
retreat, and tbus & barrel of whisky saved a 
creat citv. There 18 no doubt of this story, 
for Mr. Montgomery Blair bimself confirms it. 

Judge Blair is sixtv-seven years old, and 
his lifebas beenavery active one. Fortune 
bas not particulariy favored him, as he is 
forced to continue inthe practice of iaw. Al- 
though he is stiil as hale and hearty as a man 
of fifty, itis yet a matter of regret to him 
tbat he canvot turn his attention toa literary 
woik which be has had in mind for many 
vears. When Geverai Jackson died be left to 
Frank P. Blair (Montgomery’s father) all his 
manuscripts, letters and documents for the 
purpose of preparing a ‘‘life.’’ Beiag un- 
able 10 obtain the papers for many vears, the 
elder Blair was unable to do the work, and 
when he died be cave all she papers, filling 
six big trunks, to his son Montgomery. The 
latter now bas these vaiuable relic’, together 
with allthe very interesiing papers of the 
e'der Blair. but he is unable to make Use of 
them for want of time, as he cannot alfurd to 
leave his law practice.

Judge Blai’s bouse in the city is on Penn- 
svivaria avenue, near Seventeenth street. It 
is alarge, square structure, four stories high, 
of brick. with stuccoed front and outside 
blinds. The steps ure of granite, and every- 
thing abouttbe building is of a solid, subs 
stantial character. The adjoiming house on 
the west was the city residence of the elder 
Blair. The whole square of ground was orig- 
inally owned by the elder Blair, and what was 
hfty years ago bis flower and vegetable girden 
is now covered with bandsome Obnaiidings, 
includirg the Corcoran art buildiog. The 
country seat of Judge Blair is one of the most 
delightfui of the many loveiy places in the 
viemnity of Wasbington. ‘*Falklanu’’ acgjoias 
‘Silver Spring,” toe beautiful country place 
cf the eider Blair. The bouse, large end pic- 
turesque in its surroundings, is built of brics, 
und is situated eon an eminence surrounded 
hy rare trees, piants and flowers, and the 
grounds are laid off in walks, drivesand lawns 
~-al] very fresh and inviting. Thereareabout 
(OU acyesin the farm, but the place is too 
beauiifulto be profitable. It is celebrated 
for its fine cattie, and Judge Biair’s farmer 
selis alout 100 gallons of milk daily. 

The habits of Judze BDiaw are of the simp- 
lest Character, and nomanisfreer from af- 
fectation. t,6 never obtrudes his @epinions, 
apd be is quite as. likely to discuss your 
Opirions as to present his owa. ILlis maaner 
is very kindly, but wholly undemonstrative, 
aud one can not bein bis presence without 
respecting the man and believing in his cona- 
scientiousness and. integrity. In personal 
appearance he is talland thin. His head is 
large above the ears, his face is thin and 
closely shaven, and bis hair, light asto quaa- 
titv, is somewhat sandy. He dresses plaialy, 
buteven ip his appearance his shows himself 
tobe amanof thought. His family consists 
ofa wife (a daughter of Judge Levi Wood- 
bury, of New Hampshire) and four children, 
three sons and an unmarried daughter. The 
eidest son, Woodbury, is a lawyer, anda 
creat favorite in society. and the younger 
sons arelaw students. Judge Blair has no 
brother living, and but one sister, the wife of 
Adpiital Lee. 


How Stuart Robson’s Brother Died. 
From the Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution, Oct. 30. 


It is not generally Known that the family 
of Stuart Robson, the popular comedian, are 
Georgia people. He hasa brother now living 
at Valdosta, and otber relatives in South- 
western Georgia. The family name is Stuart, 
and the actor took it for his tirst name on the 
stage. Oneof the brothers was killed in 
front of Atlanta when the ‘*bovs in grav” suf- 
fered so terribly. He was a gallant soldier in 
the Confederate army.%& His death was one of 
the mostremarkableon record. He fell ia the 
tight anawas taken from the field apparently 
lifeless. ‘he ball had penetrated his heart, 
and it was supposed that death had come in- 
stantly. At night preparations were made 
to bury the dead, when the attendants were 
startled by seeing Stuart move. He was still 
alive. Tbe surgeon took him in charge, but 
saw at once that all hopes of recovery were 
vain. The bull had reaily gone into his heart. 
In spite of this he fingered for hours before 
death finally stilied his pulse. The case is 
well attested. It willbe remembered that a 
celebrated prize-fighter lived two days with 
a bulletin his heart, and there is a well- 
kpown instance of aminer in England who 
had a bar of iron three feet long blown 
through his head, and recovered. The other 
day Mary Stuart was in Atianta with the Cri- 
terion Comedy Company,and she went to the 
cemetery to try and find her brother’s grave. 
After wandering a long time among the 
thousands of Confederate graves there, she 
was compelled to give over the task of love. 
All around her were the weather-beaten 
headbords on which the only inscription was 
‘*Unknown.’’ Probably her brother rested 
under one of these nameless graves, a hero 
Without a monument or even a line to tell 
where he sleeps. 


How England is Fed. 
From the Lundon Telegraph. 


It is not stated whether Christmas plum- 
puddings make an appearance among the ex- 
hibits at Islington; but itis well known that 
there are inthe United States, especially in 
Pennsylvanian and New Jersey, plenty of 
pium-puddings for exportation to the Eng- 
lish market. We are growing every year 
more and more dependent upon the Ameri- 


cans for oysters, and while our own ‘‘na- 


tives’? continue to be extravagantly dear, and 
Mr. Frank Buckland is unable to hold out 
any hopes of their beeoming less costly yet 
awhile, depots for the sale of the cheaper— 
but not suflicientlv cheap—American bivalves 
are rapidly increasing in the metropolis, and 
& vast proportion of what are known as 
‘“*cooking”’ oysters are of transatlantic extrac- 
tion. Our markets are flooded with Ameri- 
can and Continental cheeses, and not 
only have the Italian Gorgonzola and Stra- 
chino, andtbe French Roquefort and Cam- 
embert largely superseded our ancestral 
Stilton, Cheddar, Double Gloucester and 
North Wiltshire, butthe adroit dairy farmers 
of New York and New Jersey have of late 
devoted themselves with immense eneigy to 
the fabrication or forgery of Continental 
European cheeses, comprising not only those 
we bave mentioned, but Gruyere, or Brie, 
Neufchatel, and what was formerly thought 
the inimitable Parmesan. Throughout the 
early spring and,summer this year we ate 
French and Alnebian fruits and vegétables 
lyy The quails at our grand

banquets come from Italy and the South of 
France; and the French farmers’ wives 
throughout Picardy, Normandy and the Isle 
of France are busily employed just now in 
fattening geese, turkeys amd capons for the 
English Christmas market. 

As for the Dutch, they keep up a fair fight 
with the Americans in our kitchens in the 
way of cheese; but our own cheeses are 
going — to the wall. Our red herrings, 
on the other hand, continue to be well spoken 
of, but there is no get demand for Yar 
mouth bloaters out of England; and even at 
bome the kippered herring has to wage fierce 
wer to hold its own against smoked salmon 
from Holland and the Gulf of Bothnia, dried 
sprats from the North Sea, pickled anchovies 
from Sicily, dried cod-sounds from New- 
foundland, pickled tunny from the Mediter- 
ranean, and caviar from the vols - **Royal 
hams’’ from CRieowe are pitilessly shoulder- 
ing our native Yorks; and the primest of our 
breakfast bacon comes no more exclusively 
from Wiltshire. Many intelligent French- 
meu bave foralongtime past been making 
buge fortunes by supplying us with eggs and 
chickens; and, as for the meat we eat, we 
know not whether it comes from our own 
provinces, from Holland, from Scotland, 
trom Nebraska or from Texas. 


Garibaldi, the Invalid. 
From the Cardiff Times. 


I have seen a good deal of Garibaldi since 
his arrival in Genoa. Twothings strike one 
when sitting by Garibaldi’s bedside, or by the 
movable couch in which ke is wheeled from 
roomtoroom. Oneisthe gentieness of his 
disposition and the other the dignity of his 
manner. He is, of course, a man of the peo- 
ple: but in the exalted position to which the 
atfectionand admiration of a nation insist 
upon exalting him, he bears himself with a 
quiet and gracious dignity such as might betit 
a kipg with the blood of a far-reaching dy- 
rasty in his veins. As for the caeerful pa- 
tience with which he bears his great bodily af- 
fliction, itis past all praise. Heis seventy- 
three—two years younger than Lord Beacons- 
field and two years older thun Mr. Gladstone.

Aspremonte, Garibaldi would vie with the 
Premier and would certainly excell Lord 
Beaconsfield in physical energy. He has all 
bis life been aman of temperate habits, the 
simplest meat ana drink sufticing for his 
needs. But tbe insidious disease that locks 
his limbs in iron grip has made his declining 
vears a grievous burden. He can scarcely 
lift his hands, cannot stir bis legs. and is de- 
pendent upon those near him for assistance 
in every movement. 

At the same time his brain is as clear and his 
mind as active asever. Heisa poor politi- 
cian as politics go, having a tendency fatal in 
this connection of going by the  straightest 
and most direct path to the goal in view. 
One thing be can not understand is expedien- 
cy. His only translation of this usefui word 
is **rigbt.’’ With Garibaidiit is expedient 
to do what is right, and that in the directest 
and most unceremonious mianner.

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Prospects of the Pacific Coast States. 
From the San Francisco Alta, 25th uit. 

Wesee no clear prospect of a revival of 
prosperity tn California until the pernicious 
features of the Communistic Cons.itution 
sball Le repesled: but there is great proba- 
bility that Oregon, Wasbington, Arizona, 
Idsho and eyen Sonora and British Columbia 
wil] enjoy in 1881 an influx of immigran's and 
capital far exceeding anything in tbeir past 
experience. The Southern Pacific and Atch- 
ison, Topeka and Santa Fe Companies prom- 
ise 10 make a connection before the end of the 
year at or near the Rio Grande, and thus open 
another iron track : cross the continent, giving 
access to an immense area previously inacces- 
sible. The Northern U ab road is completed 
from Ogden to Dilion, ia Montana, 350 miles, 
and its cars wilirunto Butte, twenty miles 
further, within a week er two. The Reese 
River road has been cgmpleted. The Oregon 
and California Comp&W has obtained control 
of nearly all the roads in the Willamette Val- 
ley and is preparing to build several branch 
lines, as Wellas southward from Roseburg 
toward California. The Northern Pacitic 
and Atizntic and Pacific have large plans 
for 1881. If Congress will eneourage them by 
extending the land grants of the North- 
ern Pacific, Atlanticand Pacific, and Oregon 
and California—much ofthe land being ab- 
solutely worthiess without a road, and of lit- 
tle value with it—we may look forward to un: 
exampled activity in the Territories. Much 
of the land near the routes meniioned is not 
worth more than that near the road of the 
Southern Pacific Company, which cared so 
little for a granttbat it would not even ask 
forone. ‘The asscrtions that the people have 
been despoiled by the Pacific Ratlroad land 
grants are worthy of the unscrupulous dem- 
agogues Who utter them and of the ignorant 
fools who believe them. The land grants 
which have led to the construction of Pacitic 
Railroads have been most protitable for both 
Government and people; and the failures of 
several companies to earn their grants west 
ofthe Rocky Mountains may be considered 
national misfortunes. The political falsifiers 
teli the credulous that the iand grants are 
worth $5anacre on the average, whereas 
the average is not $1. and millions of acres 
can now be had at 50c. ‘There is no certainty 
that the roads would be finished without the 
help of the land grant; itis highly probable 
that the withdrawal of the grant would pre- 
vent or delay construction; and it 1s evident- 
ly the duty of the Government to provide ac- 
cess for the mountainous regions’ far inland 
and not accessible by any navigable streams 
or other means of cheap and speedy commu- 
nication.

FIRE AT SEA. 


Burning Cotton in the Hold of a Vessel 
For Two Days. 
From the New Orleans Picayune, Oct. 29. 


The Engiish steamship Timpsah, Captain 
Corkery, which left Galveston in the €éarly 
hours of Monday morning last, on her trip to 
Liverpoo!, had aremarkaole escape from be- 
ing burned at sea. The experiences which 
her cfticers andcrew went through, commenc- 
ing on Tuesday morning and ending yester- 
dav, when the vessel reached this port, will 
probably be remembered by them as one of 
the most exciting in their seafaring career. 
The Timpsah left Galveston on Monday morn- 
ing at 1:30 o’clock, having on board a cargo 
of 3,754 bales of cotton. The vessel took the 
usual course of outward-bound craft, and 
nothing of unusual interest or n>te occurred 
duiing the following twenty-four bours. On 
Tuesday morning, shortly after 5 o’clock, the 
engineers, who happened to be off duty and 
asieep in their cabiv, were awakened by the 
suffocuticg fumes of smoke, whith filled their 
room. Their cabin and mess-room both ad- 
joined the after held of the vessel, from which 
Lhe smoke was issuing. Capt. Corkery,who was 
asleep,was quickly informed ofthe condition of 
offeirs. and Jost no time in caliiag all hands 
on deck. There wasno confusion even un- 
derthese exciting circumstances, and the 
orders of the Captain wereobeved with that 
algcrity and precision Which show the nerve 
2nd coolness ofacrew. The first thing dune 
Was tu cover up every aperture which might 
possibiy let a draught of air into the burning 
hold. A quantity of pipe was procured and 
attached to the main boiler. A sm&ll hole 
was then cut through the deck, ana the pipe 


lowered through for the purpose of pumping | 
steam into the burning hold. ‘The work of | 


pumping never ceased until the hatches were 
opened yesterday. 


An hour after the discovery of the fire, Capt. 
Corkely; became convinced that it was im- 
possyybie to subdue the flames 
be headed due north in the direction of the 
shore.

up, and, a8 subsequent events proved, were 
the only things Which prevented the @estruc- 
ticn of the entire ship. After making the jet- 
ties the Timpsabh kept om her wav up the river 
and reached a landing at Adcle street yester- 
day, the tire being still confined to the hold. 
Tre batches were opened at 11.45 in the 
morning ard two streams of water were 
thrown on the flames, which blazed up with 
alarming rapidity. Fortunately the water 
pui the fire under control mM a 
short time, and so allowed the 
removal of tbe burned and i w»burning 
bales. A steam engine was located on 
shore to biay upon the bales as they were 
brought out of the hold,and did effective 
service in extinguishing what fire remained 
in them. After tive hours of hard work the 
tire in the hold was totally extinzuished. 
The cotton brought on shore numbered 30 
bales, many of them being little less than 
charred remains. ‘The vessel is very badly 
damagec. Boththe main and upper decks 
are burned tbrough, while the engineers’ 
cabins and mess-room and the officers’ cabin 
and mess-room show very plainly the effect 
of close and Intense heat. Onae little incident 
shows just how great the heat must have 
beenin the engineers’ cabin. Several pairs 


of shoes left inthe room were shriveled up | 


in bo time, and althouga new, can never be 
worn. Capt. Corkery can give no theory re- 
garding the origin of the fire, which started 
among the Jast lot of bales put in the hold. 
Fortunately, none of the other compartments 
are injured in the least, and as soon as the 
necessary repairs can be made the vessel will 
resume her voyage. 


Brignoli’s Dead Wife.

Isabella McCulloch, the soprano singer, 
cied yesterday at the residence of William 
Hi.

This will give the Democrats control of

WHAT DID IT”? 

The thirty-five electoral votes of New 
York would have elected General Hancock. 
The cities of New York and Brooklyn 
would have decided the contest in favor of 
the Democrats had they given their usual 
majorities. New York and Brooklyn gave 
Mr. Tilden 72,500 majority in 1876. They 
gave 64,000 majority to Clarkson Potter 
last year. They had an additional regis- 
tration of 50,000 over that of 1876, the 
larger majority of which was supposed [to 
be Democratic. They were thought to be 
perfectly safe for a majority of at least 
75,000, and probably over $0,000 for Han- 
cock. 

Hancock’s actual majority in both cities 
is only about 50,000. Whata fall! 

That lost the thirty-five electoral votes 
of New York anc the Presidency. 

Now, what were the chief causes of 
Democratic defeat in New York? 

To begin with the beginning—Indiana. 
Had there been no election in Indiana in 
October there could have been no defeat. 
The influence of that surprising victory 
alone was worth 20,000 votes to the Repub- 
licans in New York State. Universal suf- 
frage means nearly universal folly. People 
who do not think or reason, but want 
to be on the winning side, are like 
a flock of sheep who follow the bell-wether. 
Thousands and thousands of the common- 
place, ignorant voters take a real, sincere 
pride in voting with the victorious side, 
no matter how that victory was achieved, 
regarding itastheirown triumph. This 
was the great effect of Indiana’s surprise. 
It gave Garfield the floating vote of the 
country. But, in addition to this, the Re- 
publicans received wonderful assistance 
from the Democrats. Just as they special- 
ly set asile the constitutional amendment 
to restore the October election in Indiana, 
they nominated the weakest two men 
in the State for Vice-President and 
Governor, and then capped the climax by 
rudely repelling all co-operation with the 
Greenbackers. This was continued in New 
York. A notoriously incompetent Demo- 
cratic State Committee, wretched local 
nominations both in New York and Brook- 
lyn, a weak, mismanaged canvass, aband- 
onment of the tariff plank until 
it was too late, all contributed 
to the enormous and utterly unexpected 
reduction of Democratic majorities. 

The simple fact that in a straight 
fight the Democratic candidate for Mayor 
only narrowly escaped defeat, theugh 
Hancock on the same ticket had over 
40,000 majority—and that, too, though 
the Republican candidate for Mayor was 
rather a weak man, and specially offen- 
sive to the Germans—will serve as a sam- 
ple. 

The Democratic candidate was a Cath- 
olic and an Irishman, and the religious 
issue was raised with such fury and fanat- 
icism that it came within a hair’s-breadth 
of electing a Republican Mayor ina city 
that even last year gave a Democratic ma- 
jority of over 50,000. 

We differ with the wiseacres who now 
quickly jump to the Republican assertion 
that it was the “Solid South’’ that did it. 
The Solid South did not makea Solid 
North. Though, doubtless, the charge

Firstly—By the Democratic party itself 
in the nomination of English and Landers, 
the forced election in October, its generally 
weak and mismanaged canvass; its aban- 
donment of the tariff plank, the distrust of 
business men and business interests on 
uccount of the party’s follies on the money 
question and its opposition to resumption.

use of the tariff scare, by the 
millions of money actually raised 
from the army of office-holders and the 
great Eastern meney aristocracy—by the 
skill, audacity and energy, the intamous 
unscrupulousness and genius with which 
Republicans manage campaigns, and com- 
pared to which the Democrats are as an 
old stage coach is contrasted with a modern 
steam engine. 

Thirdly—By Providence, which gave us 
prosperity and good times,for which every 
government receives credit and which 
make the ‘‘let-well-enough’’ idea’ very 
strong with business men. 

The Democrats lost the election partly 
by their folly, partly by their virtue, part- 
ly by their stupidity. The Republicans 
gained it partly by their superior intelli- 
gence, partly by their infamous rascality and 
partly by the follies of their enemies. The 
Democrats depended upon truth and hon- 


passions.

It will probably take a week before the 
full and definite returns from all these 
doubtful districts can be obtained. The 
chances are thatthe Democrats may lose, 
at least, two or three seats in this State by 
the fusion of the Greenbackers with the 
Republicans.

THE WIFE MURDERER. 


Exidence in the Case of Banks To-day in 
the Criminal Court. 

The State to-day concluded its taking ot 

testimony tin the case of the colored man 

James Banks. The last witness for the 


State Was the physician who 
heid the post mortem examination. 

The first witness called by Mr. Robt. Goode, 
the attorney tor the defense, was 

JAMES BANKS, 

the defendant. Banksis a medium-sized ne- 
gro ol verv quiet demeanor, Over filtty years of 
age. His bushy gray hair grows 
down low on the forehead, 
and down before his ears an 
inch below the top of the cheek bone. His 
biack beard and mustache are well sprinkled 
with gray. In his ears he wearslonz pendant 
ear rings, and altozether at (first sight 
arousesin the spectator unacquainted with 
his circumstances a very Charitable feel- 
ing. As his name was called he walked up to 
the bar, where he slowly bowed his head after 
the cath was administered to him. Hethen 
took the stand, tie to the counsel and the 
jury. ‘‘He testified ds foliows: I was standing 
a good distance from the window ana |! 
acknowledge! fired the pistol, DutI did not 
intend to kill my wife; indeed I did 
not intend to kill any one. The 
ground where I stood is about half a toot lower 
than the floorofthe dining-reom in which 
mv wiie stood.’’ 

During his testimony ajuror asked permis- 
sion to question the witness,and whenit was 
granted, he questioned him clesely about the 
relative position of Banks, his 
wife and the surroundings. The next 
witness was John James, a colored man, 
who was placed onthe stand to disprove the 
point raised by the State that Banks had 
threatened to kill his wife on March 1, twenty- 
eight days before the homicide. 

A recess was taken to secure the attendance 
of Capt. Bartle, who is thelast witness in tne 
case. 


OFFICER PRINTZ’S MURDERER, 


Sanders, Who Shot the Policeman, Arrested 
at Santa Fe, New Mexico. 


About dusk on Sunday evening, June 1, 1879, 
the city was startled by one of the most brutal 
murders recorded on the criminal calendar. 
Charles Sanders, a young tellow, 


called at bis married sister’s house nearCaron- 
delet avenue ina drunken condition, and 
branagished arevolver. Thelady’s husband 
came to the gate and re'nonstrated with him, 
but to no avail. The drunken brute 
vowed vengeance’ tor some imagin- 
ar wrongs heaped upon him. 
Al attempts to quiet him failed. 
A police officer wascalled to have Sanders 
arrested. The first officer encountered was 
Officer Printz, one of the best and most efti- 
cient officers on the force. The oflicer 
had just retured from supper with his 
heavy rubber over-coat thrown over his arm. 
He found Sanders still threatening and flour- 
ishing his revolver. He approached him quiet- 
ly and said ‘‘Charles, come with me.’’ Sanders 
stepped back afew feet and, deliverately ley- 
elipg his revolver, fired, the bail piercing the 
officer’s heart and killing him instantly, 
The murderer ran, _ followed by  cit- 
izens, whom he § frightened from the 
chase, and he escaped by crossing the river 
in askiff. Nothing turther was heard ef bim 
since until to-day, though the country was 
flooded with pbotographs and descriptions. 
A WU. 8S. marshal at Santa Fe received 
the description and arrested Sanders, 
who was employed cooking inthe mines. The 
detailsot his arrest are not yet known and 
Sergeant Chapman could give no informa. 
tion whatever on the point. It 
is supposed that the murderer 
was shownthe Marshal by some petty thief 
from st. Louis forthe $400 reward. Sanders 
will be brought to St. Louis at once.

said: ‘‘I am engaged in the political business 
since last Augustin the in the interest of the 
Republican party.

Ferdinand 
Township and ground Florissant, and  con- 
tracted with them to deliver him the wheatat 
nearthetop prices reached during the ‘‘cor- 
ner.’’ Most of tue tarmers failed to bring in 
theirwheat until atter August had passed uni 
the price had drovved toits natural level, or 
trom “9¢e the higheet point it was squeezed 
to, down to S9c, which it tell 
to on September 1. When the 
farmers did nyaulin their wheat to Mr.seijsinz- 
haus’ miliie refused to accept the yrainat 
the prices he had promised to pay thein, 
ciximing thatthey had failed to meet their 
contract in not having the wheat at his mill 
during tne month of August, and cons*1ent- 
ly he was not oblizgedto pay them above the 
market price of tue day they brougit in their 
orain.
